For Near Tragedy 


Theodore Pearson,, a veteran who 
saw much action with the Marines 
in the South Pacific, owes his life 
to an alert neighbor, her quick 
young daughter and the profession- 
al handling of an inhalator by 
members of the Menlo Park Fire 
Department. The near tragedy oc- 
cured at the Pearson’s home Tues- 
day noon, 536 San Benito. 

Pearson and his wife, Violet, ages 
23 and 27, have just been married 
a few months. The veteran has 
been employed in Palo Alto in a 
pipe factory which recently closed 
down. He has not been able as yet 


Tuesday morning, rather early, 
he left his home ic phone to South 
San Francisco about a job he hoped 


to obtain, returning to his home for 
the breakfast Violet had prepared 


for them. After eating, Pearson 
complained that he did not feel well 
and Mrs. Pearson persuaded him to 
lie down a bit before starting out 
on his quest for work. What hap- 
pened from that time until the 
noon hour is not known by either 
of the Pearsons. 

About noon Mrs. Albert Thomp- 
536 San Benito, 
heard screaming. When she ran out 
to find out what was the cause of 
the alarm she saw Mrs. Pearson 
with ber head out the bathroom 
window and rushed over. She found 
Mr. Pearson scarcely breathing and 
Mrs. Pearson in such a state of 
hysteria as to be unable to give any 
account of the difficulty other than 
that she had just “come to,” but 
felt so strange that she put her 
head under the faucet to revive 
herself, then got the bathroom 
window open and screamed.

Mrs. Thompson asked her young 
daughter, Joyce, to call the fire 
department with their inhalator, 
which the child did at once. When 
Chief Cuff and four of his nten ar- 
rived they found Pearson scarcely 
breathing. Capt. Wickstrom, with 
firemen Whitney, Rhodehouse and 
Dupee, worked for forty minutes to 
revive the man and later used the 
machine on his wife, who was still 
weak and distracted. 

Chief Cuff saw no mystery in the 
near tragedy. The Pearsons had 
every window closed and locked and 


a gas heating stove going which 
had a defective flue. The physician, 
who arrived shortly after the fire 
department reached the the house, 
said Mr. Pearson could not possib- 


ly have lived many minutes more.

We are glad to print the 
folowing letter, mailed this week to 
the Governor of California by Wal- 
lace H. Brown, chairman of the

“My dear Governor: 

It is with reluctance that we have 
to appeal to you in these busy 
times, regarding the speed limit on 
Highway 101, which is the main 
business street in the City of Menlo 
Park. We are appealing to you to 
have the speed limit reduced from 
the present 35 miles per hour to 25 
miles per hour,
